New York, October 24.—Accompanied by 


Mrs. Cleveland, Mr, and Mrs. Benedict 
ana daugttter, Miss Louise Benedict, Presi- 
Gent Cleveland arrived in this city at 9:55 


o'clock today. The party came from Green- 
wich, Conn., OR the Stamford express, which 
left Greenwich at 9:01 o'clock. The party 
traveled in one of the regular day coaches 
of the train, no special car having been 
provided for it. The train was crowded 
and Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland attracted not 
a little attention during the journey. 

Mr. Cleveland appeared a little irritated 
when he was asked if he would endorse 
Senator Hill's candidacy for the governor- 
ship. He refused to talk, and turned his at- 
tention to Miss Benedict, who was at his 
side. The party walked down the public 
platform to Forty-second street, followed 
by a large crowd of pussengers and railroad 
employes. The male portion of the crowd 
raised their hats ag the president passed. 

Mrs. Cleveland had gained the president's 
side by the time the street was reached. 

When the curb was reached two public 
coaches were hailed and the party entered 
them. Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland drove off 
toward Fifth avenue with Miss Benedict, 
while Mrs. Benedict drove down Park ay- 
enue in a hansom. Mr Benedict said to a 
geporter: 

“The president and Mrs. Cleveland are in 
the best of health. They stopped at my 
house in Greenwich last night and are go- 
ing to take a few days to visit friends in 
this city. I do not know how long they 
will remain,” 

To the question as to the president’s views 
on the democratic situation in New York 
state he said Mr. Cleveland had expressed 
none. 

Mrs. Cleveland left both of her children 
at Greenwich in care of the nurse and will 
probably spend a few days in shopping in 
New York stores. 

Mr. Thatcher Had Not Seen Him. 
John Boyd Thatcher,chairman of the exec- 
utive committee of the democratic state 
committee, said, after he had returned from 
luncheon this afternoon, that he had not 
seen President Cleveland, and, so far as he 
knew, no member or ene apiadi vs of the 
atat= fee im since his ar- 
rival in the city this morning. He added 
that he had no intention of calling on the 
president. Whether or not Mr. Cleveland 
would write a letter endorsing Senator Hill 
was a subject upon which Mr. Thatcher 
was not informed. ; 

Stevenson Leaves for New York. 

St. Louis, Mo., October 24.—The members 
of the democratic .state committee, to- 
gether with State Treasurer Salmon, At- 
torney General Walker, Auditor Sherwood, 
nd other distinguished citizens who have 
accompanied Vice President Stevenson on 
his trip through Missouri, reached here 
this morning. Mr. Stevenson is in splendid 
health and expressed himself as delighted 
with his Trip. It is estimated that 80,000 
persons heard the vice president speak in 
the 1,000 miles traveled through the state. 
After breakfast, at the union station, Mr. 
Stevenson, accompanied by his son, Lewis, 
left at 8 o’clock on the Vandalia line for 
New York, where he is due to arrive at 4 
o'clock Thu¥sday afternoon. 


HILL TO THE SOUTHERNERS. 


He Congratulates Them on Their 
Good Organization. 

New York, October 24.—Senator David B. 
Hill this afternoon addressed a meeting of 
scutherners in the St. James hotel. The 
senator was askea to meet the vice presi- 
dents and the members of the executive 
committee of the Association of Southern 
Democrats in New York, in their headquar- 
ters in the St. James hotel, hefore going to 
the Carnegie music hall. He agreed to do 
s0 and the time was fixed for 4 o’clock. 

No one but the officers of the association 
and @ few of their friends knew anything 
about the affair and consequently when 
Senator Hill entered the place promptly at 
4 o'clock there were less than a hundred 
people present. Before he had finished his 
speech the news spread that Senator Hill 
was making a speech and the large room 
was very promptiy filled. The association 
embraces nearly all the democratic south- 
‘rn business men in the city. 

President Dickinson intréduced the dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor to the audi- 
ence. The senator talked more in a con- 
versational tone than he usually does, and 
his speech, although it ‘was evident that 
he had made no preparation, made a favora- 
ble impression, oo 

Senator Hill began by saying that he did 
hot intend to discuss the tariff question 
or the monetary question. “I simply want 
to tell you,” he said, “that’ the democratic 
party is the party of the constitution; that 
it beliwes in the state rights, in the sov- 
ereignty of the states in the personal 
liberty of citizens.

THE SENATOR AT CARNEGIE HALL. 


Six Thousand People Greet Democra- 
cy’s Candidate for Governor. 
New York, October 24.—Carnegie music 
hall was filled with enthusiasm, democracy 
and dampness tonight on the occasion of 
the business men’s ratification of the dem- 
ocratic ticket. The howling storm 
broke over this city late this afternoon 
seemed to gain added fury as the hours 
progressed, but that did not deter at least 
six thousand people from crowding into 
Carnegie music hall for the purpose of 
lending their voices to the grand ratifica- 
tion held under the auspices of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Democratic Association of 

this city. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock a hand- 
clapping on the east side of the hall drew 
attention there. Immediately it was known 
that Senator Hill was approaching the 
platform. The handciapping gave place 
to a wild shout of “*Hill!’’ The audience 
stood up as one man and as the demo- 
cratic candidate for governor came in view 
a shout went up that was ear-splitting. 
Men stood in their seats waving hats 
flags, handkerchiefs and everything that 
could be waved, shouting, pounding and 
stamping the while. The whole aypdience 
was wild with enthusiasm and could not 
be shut off. Meanwhile Senator Hill stoca 
pale and overcome by the ovation, bowing 


his acknowledgments. Finally the ap- 
plause, which had worn itself hoarse, 
ceased. Colonel John McAnerney,' the 


chairman of the meeting, made appropri- 
ate remarks, after which the list of vice 
presidents and secretaries was read.

Colonel McAnerney then introduced Sena- 
tor Hill.

“T desire at the outset of my remarks to- 
night to express my gratitude towards

With a Capital Stock of One Hundred 
Hillion Dollars. 


10 DICTATE TBE PRICE OF COTTON 


John T. Roddey Wants to Organize 
the Southern Farmers. 


HE WRITES A LETTER TO THEM 


In Which He Outlines His Scheme for 


Raising the Price of the Fleecy Staple, 
and Asks for a Meeting. 


Columbia, 8. C., October 24.—The State will 
print tomorrow the following from John 
T. Roddey, member of the New York cot- 
ton exchange and a son of a wealthy South 
Carolinian. He has for some time been ad- 
yocating some concerted action by south- 
ern farmers: 

“To the thinking farmers of the south—For 
the past two years I have made cotton 
commissions nfy business, and daily have I 
witnessed the downward tendency of your 
product. If you will think for a moment, 
you will realize the fact that though you 
are the producers of this country and should 
be the most independent, yet you are the 
most dependent people of America. 

‘Why? Because there are combinations on 
nearly everything you use The manufac- 
turers of the north combine on everything 
and say what it shall bring, while you 
sell your product for whatever they are 
willing to pay you. Why cannot you protect 
your cotton in the same way? 

“I should like, if it meets your approval, 
to organize a trust company called the 
Southern Farmers’ Trust Company, for the 
purpose of protecting your product from the 
depressing influences of speculators, spin- 
ners and capitalists, and provide a means 
by which you can name the price for your 
product, instead of having the price dic- 
tated to you, as is now the case. I feel sat- 
isfied this can be done by forming a trust, 
which would be able to handle most of the 
cotton you grow. 

“Let the capital stock be $50,000,000 to 
$100,C00,000. subecribed entirely by the farmers 
of the south and divided into as many shares 
as may be necessary and small enough for 
every cotton planter to subscribe. Let each 
farmer take stock to his utmost capacity 
and support the trust in every possible way. 

“In case you receive 10 cents for your 
cotton, instead of § cents which you are now 
receiving, you save on a crop of 8,000,000 
bales about $200,000,000, at least twice as 
much as the capital stock of the trust com- 
pany. In case speculators should become 
frightened even at the mention of the trust 
and advance the price of.cetton, so much 
the better for you, but very likely they 
would attempt at first to bluff you. 

“I think it is now time to act. What ben- 


efits the farmer or laborer unquestionably | 


benefits all classes. If such a plan should 
meet your approval, I would be more than 
glad to meet a representative cotton grower 
from each state or alliance, either in New 
York or in some southern city, to see if 
something cannot be done to bring about 
some benefit to the south Something must 
be done or your lands will not be worth 
cultivating. JOHN T. RODDEY.” 


CRISP AT CHATTANOOGA. 


He Is in the Campaign for the Dem- 
ocratic Congressional Candidates. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., October 24.—Speaker 

Charles F. Crisp spoke here tonight to the 

largest crowd that ever assembled within 

There was 
not even standing room and hundreds of 
disappointed citizens were turned away.

FORBIDDEN THE USE OF MAILS. 


Proceedings Ordered Against a Num- 
ber of Bond investment Companies. 
Washington, October 24.—The programme 

is to prevent the correspondence of bond 

investment companies from being carried 
through the mails and the postmaster gen- 
eral will order criminal proceedings insti- 
tuted in every case brought to his atten- 
tion. 

The postoffice department official 
speaking of the matter today, said. 

“For a long time the department has 

been taking active steps to bring the pro- 
moters of the enterprise to justice, and 
among them are some very prominent men 
in political life. These companies are gson- 
ducted materially the same as lotteries, 
and are at present operating in the south. 
Within the past few days ten companies 
of this character in New Orleans, Jackson, 
Miss; Nashville, Tenn.; Atlanta, Ga., and 
Cincinnati, O., have been forbidden the 
The companies give each 
member a certificate with a number on it, 
for which they charge an initiation fee of 
about $5. Every member also has to pay 
from $1 to $2.50 in monthly dues, and when 
a certain amount of money gets in their 
treasuries the ‘companies distribute it to 
the members holding the proper numbers. 
The result of this, that only one member 
in nearly 100 gets anything, and the re- 
maining members of course lose. their 
money. The companies cannot lose any- 
thi under any circumstances, as they get 
the initiation fees and deduct about 25 per 
cent of the monthly dues. The companies’ 
officers, who were recently convicted in 
Chicago, took in within two- years %550,000. 
Within the last twelve months between 
20 and 300 investment companies have 
operated here, but the vigorous action of 
the postoffice department is tending large- 
Iy to diminish the number. They: started 
in New England and then operated in the 
west, from whence they have been driven 
to the south. Convictions have been ob- 
tained thus far in every case in which pro- 
ceedings have been instituted.”

A Band of Whitecappers Charged with 
Murder and Arson. 


RURAL: POPULACE MOVE TO HELENA 


And Make Arrangements to Stay 
During the Trial 


AN OHIO THIEF AT LAST HEARD FROM 


He Writes a Letterin Which He Says He 
Exzpecis to Commit Suicide—Oth- 
er Crimes of the Day. 


Helena, Mont., October 24.—More than 
one-half of the rural] populace of St. Fran- 
cis county, within the past couple of days 
moved into Helena and established camps 
hereabouts to attend the trial of eleven 
prisoners accused of whitecap outrages, 
which begins today, who have been brought 
here on change of venue. 

The trials will come up one after another 
and will last fully a month, during which 
time fully five hundred St. Francis county 
people have fixed themselves to live here 
in the tentg or in the open air. There are 
one hundred and fifty witnesses summoned. 
This .\band of whitecaps committed some 
two score of outrages in the nature of ar- 
son, murder, cowhidings and  duckings. 
They were spotted by two Memphis detec- 
tives, Webster and Richardson. Webster 
was slain before he got out of the section. 
Richardgon escaped but is now fm jail in 
mtn poe. al with playing a leading 
role in. : ufder of six negroes near Kerr- 
villes ‘Tenn. The entire county is interested 
in the trials. The prisoners deny their guilt 
and are open in their threats that either 
they or their: prosecutors will have to get 
out of that section as soon as the trial is 
over. 


LIVED TOO HIGH AND GOT IN DEBT. 


After Spending £20,000 Belonging to 
Other People He Skips. 
Columbus, O., October 24.—J. Moran, a 
law student in the office of Charles F. Mor- 
ris, the Springfield attorney who has ab- 
sconded with $20,000, belonging to the Citi- 
zens’ Building and Loan Association and 
various estates, has received a letter from 
Mcrris, dated Galion, and evidently written 
as he was fiying from Springfield. It was 

as follows: 

‘‘Dear John: I have left Springfield never 
to return. Give Aliile (his wife) the enclos- 
ed note and let no one else see it. We lived 
too high the first four years we were in 
Springfield. I got in debt and could not 
get out. Goodby. 

“CHARLES E. MORRIS.” 

A postscript reads as follows: 

“God bless you. God bless you, and all 
my friends in Springfield. I expect to com- 
mit suicide at any time.” 


FOR SHOOTING PRESIDENT SCHOLL.

the Second Count. 
New Orleans, La., October 24.—Bernard 
Klotz, Sr.. Bernard Klotz. Jr.. and Clar- 


ence Routh, who have been on trial since 
Monday, charged with shooting President 
William A. Scholl. of the Olympic Club, 
some months ago, were relieved from sus- 
pense about 7 o’clock p. m., when the 
jury, after being out seven hours, retwrned 
a verdict. Bernard Klotz, Sr.. and Clar- 
ence Routh, not guilty; Bernard Klotz, Jr., 
“guilty on the second count,”” shooting 
with intent to kill. The extreme penalty 
is three years in the penitentiary.

ACQUITTED OF MURDER. 


A Son Who Shot His Father in Defense 
of His Mother.

The jury in the case of Van K. Pritchett 
today brought in a verdict of not guilty.

Clark Pritchett was drunk and 
had compelled Mrs. Pritchett to play the 
piano several hours. She finally. arose and 
started to leave the room, when Clark 
Pritchett cursed her and told her to sit 
down, advancing toward her at the same 
time with his hand in his hip pocket. He 
had previously threatened her life, and, 
fearing she was in danger, Van Pritchett 
stepped between them and shot his father 
twice, death following in a few hours. The 
family is an old and wealthy one.

The wounded gir] 
gives as her account that .dr?. Morris was 
jealous over the attention paid her (Min- 
nie) by male friends. Both are tolerably 
young and good looking, and have been ail 
over the country during their lives. The 
would-be murderess is in jail to await 
the result of the girl’s wounds.

Robbed the Cotton Pickers. 

Fort Smith, Ark., October 24.—The news 
was brought here today by deputy United 
States marshals that the Cook gang of rob- 
bers who have been holding up trains and 
looting towns in the Indian Territory raid- 
ed Gibson station yesterday. They looted 
all the shops, escaping with considerable 
booty, but it igs not known exactly how 
much was secured. The band then raided 
the cotton fields in the vicinity-and robbed 
the pickers at work. They are being hotly 
pursued by Indian police and a strong posse 
of deputy marshals. News of a fight in 
which the bandits may be exterminated, is 
looked for at any moment. The pursning 
Officers say they will show no quarter to 
the robbers, 


THE PETITION DISMISSED 


And the Stamp Thief Was Sent to Jail 
to Await Trial. 

Washington, October 24.—Judge Cole, in 
the District of Columbia supreme court to- 
day decided that there was a law to punish 
the commission of crimes against the feder- 
al government when those crimes were 
committed wituin the territory of the dis- 
trict, 

The opinion grew out of the application 
for a writ of habeas corpus for William B. 
Smith, one of the employes of the bureau 
of engraving and printing, charged with 
stealing fifty-two thousand postage stamps 
from that bureau. The defendant’s attor- 
ney, Mr. Hyman, in the course of the argu- 
ment today asserted that the court could 
not assume, from the mere fact that the 
prisoner had been committed by the police 
court, that that court had jurisdiction. 

Judge Cole replied that he not only could, 
but would meke that assumption, and said 
further that unless the d¢fendant could 
show that stealing from the government 
Was no crime the petition for the writ 
would be dismissed. 

Mr. Hyman proceeded to read the law as 
he construed it to bear upon the case at 
issue, but was interrupted by a statement 
of the court to the effect that his citations 
had no bearing upon the question.

In Order to Make the Tower More 
Practical

Bids Advertised For— The Constitution 
Pres2nts tbe Final Approved Pian of 
the Building First— How It Looks. 


Washington, October 24.—(Special.)—Here 
are the revised plars of the government 
building to be erected at the Atlanta expo- 
sition. 

The plans have been approved by the sec- 
retaries of the treasury dnd interior and 
the postmaster general, and are official. 
The accompanying illustration is a photo- 
graph of the approved plans upon which 
bids will be advertised for at once. The 
advertisements will be published in the New 
York, Chicago, Washington and Atlanta 
papers at once and the government officials 
hope to have the building under way very 
soon. 

The only change in the plans from those 
in the first plans of the architect, as pub- 
lished in The Constitution, is in the 
tower. 

It was deemed advisable not to have too 
much tower on the building amd to.have the 
top of.it arranged flat for .a naval starca< 
light and the instruments of the weather 
bureau. While, perhaps, this tower will 
not make the show of the other, it is better 
adapted to the display and will be more 
practical for the uses of the government 
officials who will make the display. The 
tower was changed at the suggestion of 
these officials. 

Like the first sketch, The Constitution 
gives the official plans first to the public. 
There was vigorous competition among the 
newspapers to get the drawings first. The 
Constitution always first with the news 
gave the original plans first and now pre- 
sents the revised and official plans first. 
There is no change in the dimensions of tne 
building except in the top portion of the 
It is a handsome building and will 
present a beautiful appearance. 

The building is 260 feet by 180 feet, 
though the entrances on the four extreme 
ends, sixty feet in width, are ten feet ad- 
ditional. 

The main portion of the building is one 
story, twenty-five feet to the eaves. The 
central, or clear story, of the building is 
forty feet to the eaves. This is in the shape 
of a cross. In other words, the building 
is of rectangular shape, flanked by four 
round towers extending up tow height of 
forty feet, with the main entrance project- 
ing, and a clear story in the shape of a 
cross extending above the rectangle. This 
clear story rises fifteen feet above the main 
story affording its windows perfect light 
and ventilation. 

At the two main entrances of the building 
there are offices and reception rooms, but 
in the main building there are no divisions 
except those which will be made by the 
several departments to divide their respec- 
tive exhibits. The interior of the build- 
ing is open to the roof, there being no 
galleries, and in construction similar to 
those designed by Mr. Gilbert. 

The exterior of the building is covered 
with shingles, roof, sides and front, and 
will harmonize with the other buildings on 
the ground, both in general design and cone 
struction.

Near the stair- 
way leading to Montgomery street, Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Kearney intercepted the wo- 
man, He asked her to consent to go with 
him and subsequently Detective Wels 
joined in the conversation. The woman be- 
came highly indignant and was gesticulat- 
ing wildly when Senator Daly approached 
her and told her he had been retained as 
her counsel.

DEATH FROM DIPHTHERIA. 


The Plague So Great That Coffins Can 
Hardly Be Farnished Fast Enough. 


Louisville, Ky., October 24.—A special to 
The Times from Sturgeon, Ky., says: A 
fearful and death-dealing plague of diph- 
theria is raging opposite Caseyville, IIl., 
and coffins can hardly be furnished fast 
enough with which to bury the dead. Not 
fewer than forty deaths have occurred 
within the week. It is not uncommon to 
bury a number of children in a single 
coffin. A man from across the river arrived 
at Caseyville today for the fifth coffin fur- 
nished in one family. 

The plague has now crossed the Ohie 
and is epidemic at Caséyville and Mulford- | 
town, having been brought thither by fam- 
ilies from lilinois fleeing from its ravages. 
A number of dangerous cases are develop- 
ing there and all the schools have closed 
The community is in a great state of 
alarm. Among the few recoveries noted 
the victims have been ieft blind or para- 
lyzed. A number of physicians elsewhere 
have been cailed to assist in combating 
the disease, the local doctors thus far hav- 
ing been powerless to arrest the epidemic.

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IS THIS MELKER? 
Is Likely That He Will Be 
Hurried on to Eternity.

A negro was brought here today from 


Effingham, Ga., where he was arrested on 


&® suspicion of his being Ephraim -Melker, 
the man who assassinated J. J. Brown, a 
prominent ‘citizen of Coffee county, on 
“May 3, 1892. The negro will be strongly 
guarded tonight, but will not be iocked 
up. He will be held until tomorrow morn- 
ing for identification. 

W. W. Beach, yea yar Ephraim Mel- 
ker, will he asked to identify the prisoner. 


‘Should the negro prove to be Melker’ he 


will not find safety hereabouts. It is said 
in whispers tonight that a lynching wilh 
follow the identification of Melker. 

The public will remember the story of 
the killing of J. J. Brown at Nichols, Ga., 
— was published widely. Brown had 
a dispute with Melker about some trivial 
matter, but thought the matter had been 
settied when they left each other. That 
night Brown was sitting in his room with 
his family around.him and Melker crept 
stealthily to the door and shot him 
through the heart, causing instant death. 
Not a word was spoken between the two 
men. Melker fled from the scene df his 
crime and efforts to discover him were 
futile. Shortly afterwards it was reported 
from Coffee county that Melker and an- 
other negro, charged with being his ac- 
complice in the killing of Brown, had been 
captured by a deputy sheriff and while 
on the way to the jail the prisoners were 
taken away by a tnob. The report said 
that the mob tied the two men to a tree 
and after riddling their bodies with shot 
set fire to them. Later on it was learned 
that Melker’s accomplice had met with 
such a fate, but that Melker had never 
been captured. 

Only one man had been lynched gnd 
Brown's assassin remained at large. . 

The detectives have kept a close lookout 
for (Melker and now they think they have 
caught him. Rewards amounting to 
several hundred dollars have been offered 
for Melker. The man now under arrest 
has been seen by several persons who be- 
lieve that the description of Melker tallies 
accurately with his. 


SAVANNAH’S COMPLAINT 


Lodged Before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Savannah, Ga., October 24.—(Special.)— 
Captain D. G. Purse received a letter to- 
night in reply to one that he wrote to 
the chairm#n of the interstate commerce 
_commission, in which he stated that there 
were certain interstate discriminations in 
freight rates against Savannah, which it is 
desired to be removed, and he asked the 
commission if it could not hold a session 
here for the purpose of hearing Savan- 
nah’s eomplaint. He stated that there were 
a large number of discriminations against 
this point, and, as an illustration, he took 
the rates charged by the Savannah, Florida 
and Western and other roads in connection 
with the Charleston and Savanah railroad, 
which iis 115 miles between Savannah and 
Charleston. Many articles going from 
Charleston practically pay no freight on 
this line, while going from Savannah they 
pay the full tariffs. 

The reply to Captain Purse’s letter was 
from Secretary Clements, of the commission, 
who stated that he thought the body would 
hold a session in Savannah as soon as con- 
venient and that it would notify the trans- 
portation lines against which the com- 
plaints were made in order to give them 
time to make their replies.

A letter addtessed. to another..man with: 


three five-dollar bills in it, caused the ar- 
rest yesterday afternoon of Claude Tunnell; 
a young man from Madison, well known and 


oYr prominent parentage. 

The letter was addressed to Dr. S&S. D. 
‘Greenleaf, a student at the Southern Medi- 
cal college, and it was in the office of the 
college that it was found by Tunnell. It 
was not long before he had spent the money 
and he was atthe carshed preparing to 
leave the city when accosted by Sergeant 
Slaughter, who, after a sharp chase on 
Whitehall street, arrested him and rang 
in for the patrol wagon. The boy made a 
full confession and proposed to return the 
money if the warrant against him was 
dismissed. At first. the medical.student re- 
fused to do this, but he was approached by 
some of Tunnell’s friends and last night, 
with Lawyer Glenn, Tynnells attorney, 
went before Justice "Landrum, who consent- 
ed to dismiss the warrant. 

-J.. Ps Tunnel, the father of the boy, is 
ane of the most prominent. and successful 
Citizens of Madison. He is the proprietor of 
several large stores.there and has a half 
interest in the, large hotel recently erected 
there. Six weeks ago he decided to send

He mentioned the fact to Tunnell, and told 
him. also that the letter would. contain 
money to pay for his board. 

Yesterday morning Tunnell had occasion 
to $0 over to the Southern Medical college. 
Passing through:the office he noticed ‘on the 
table a letter addressed to his roommate. 
He told one of the doctors that he would 
deliver.it. Tunnell decided to enjoy, the 
contents’ of the letter. and*set~’em-. up to 
some.of his friends in a lordly¥<way.

Greanleaf that a letter had been received 
at the place for him and turned over to 
Tunnell. He thought it strange then that 
his roommate had made no mention of the.

When the house of Walter Wright, porter 
for Douglas, Themas &-Davison, was raid- 
ed, the amount of goods received was valued 
at $300. This was the stuff which the negro 
had not disposed of. In his booty was found 
many Of the articles taken from the Eads- 
Neel Company; showing’ that the negroes 
had deen wosKing together and-had ex- 
changed their stolen stock. 

Each day since the arrest of Tolly brings 
some new discovery of clothing which he 
had stolen from his employes and over 
$100 worth of: clothing has already been re- 
covered, 

Yesterday Detectives Wooten and Ivy, who 
have worked up the case, found two suits 
which were taken by him and several pairs 
of pants hid away at his house. Tolly will 
be taken up for his preliminary hearing this 
morning. 

A Pair of Burglars. 

Some time Tuesday night the store of B. 
Ray. the grocer, corner of Reid and Crum- 
ley streets, Was entered by burglars and a 
lot of the goods removed. A staple had been 
prized from the rear door and the night 
lock picked by the burglars. Hams, flour, 
canned goods and other stuff was taken 
away in large quantities. 

Last night Patrolman Walton located John 
Stephens and Sam Turner, two notorious 
darkies who had been seen loafing about 
the store some days before the burglary. 
With Officers McCalla and Phillips, he raided 
the house in_which they were staying and 
soon had his handcuffs on them. The things 
stolen the night before were found hid away 
in the place. The burglars have been wanted 
by the police for some time and are consid- 
ered dangerous characters.

| comaitts from Hew York Has Inspected 
the ‘Sanitary Condition of Atlanta, 


AND SAYS THAT. IT IS A CLEAN CITY 


They Have Left for Home More Pleased 
with Atlanta Than Any City They 
Visited Since Leaving Home. 


Atlanta’s crematory, the most successful 
crematory in the country, was given a 
careful, thorough and complete inspection 
yesterday by that committee from New 
York, 


Before leaving the city the committee 
rendered a verdict, and that verdict was 
that the destruction of garbage was the 
most complete and satisfactory ever seen 
by the members of the committee. 

But the committee did not stop at the 
crematory, but after a diligent inquiry into 
the sanitary condition of the city, declared 
that Atlanta was the cléanest, most thor- 
oughly kept and satisfactory place the 
members. of the committee had seen in 
their rounds of inspection. 

Early in the morning the members of the 
committee were astir about the Kimball, 
and at half past 8 o’clock, Dr. Alexander. 
president of the board of health; Hon. John 
Colvin, of the general ‘council: Chief In- 
spector Veal and Mr. Andrews called for 
the party. It wag only a short walk to 
the street car line, and the early morning 
air was invigorating and was greatly en- 
joyed by the gentlemen. At the corner of 
Walton and Forsyth streets a car was in 
waiting for the party, and the ride to the 
grounds was started. 

After passing the old rolling mills, the 
cannon pits, used during the siege, and the 
old lines of fortifications were pointed out 
to the visitors. These they enjoyed, and 
during the ride from that point on the talk 
was about the war. Mr. Wilson, who put 
in four years of his life for the cause which 
lost and who was around Atlanta during 
those days, pointed out one or two points 
he remembered. At the crematory the 
party was shown the work of the machines. 
A dead horse, several tons of garbage and 
other refuge matter were thrown into the 
furnaces and consumed. 

The work was full of interest to the gen- 
tlemen, and when they came away they 
were thoroughly satisfied that the crema- 
tory was the best they have ever seen in 
their tour of inspection. More than an 
hour was pass at the crematory by the 
gentlemen, arid “then they returned to the 
city, and after a brief visit to the city hall 
they were driven over the city until 1 
o'clock, when they returned to the Kim- 
ball for dinner. Immediately after dinner 
the party sought the private car which left 
the city at 3 o'clock. 

“Since uw left New York on this tour of 
inspection,’’ said Mr. Wilson, chairman of 
the board of health, “we have visited sev- 
eral of the leading cities of the country, 
but we have found none ag clean as we 
have found Atlanta. Her streets are the 
best kept we have ever seen and our com- 
missioner of streets, Mr. Andrews, is more 
than pleased with what he has seen in that 
line. I have talked with Dr. Alexander, 
the president of the Atianta board of 
health, and have found from the work he 
is doing here many valuable suggestions. 
When I say that Atlanta is beyond all 
doubt @e neatest town in the country I but 
echo the sentiments of every member of 
the party. We have been, as I have said, 
all over the country and we have made a 
careful investigation of all of the sanitary 
points, and we find nothing better than At- 
lanta. Not only is the town clean but there 
is something about it which impresses 
every one. The air itself is imvigorating 
and makes one feel better and stronger and 
younger than before he came. We have 
been greatly pleased with what we have 
seen.”’

Free Importation for Articles of Ex- 
_ hibition.

Collector Wilkin#60n has received from Sec- 
retary Carlisle a circular, containing a copy 
of the act giving free importation to goods 
intended for the Atlanta exposition, to be 
held next year.

business at said exposition, shall be applied 
so far as practicable, to the Cotton States 
and Internatiional exposition, for which 
purpose the name ‘Atlanta’ shall be substi- 
tuted for the name ‘Chicago’ whenever the 
latter shall appear in said regulations; and 
the words ‘Cotton States and International 
Exposition’ li -be substituted for the 
words ‘World’s Columbian Exposition’ when- 
ever the latter may appear. The entry of ex- 
hibits at Atlanta, and the records there 
Kept, will be under the same forms as ‘were 
established at the Columbian Sop cesta at

Tom Weaver, a Desperate Negro, Con- 
wicted of Burglary. 


DEFIED THE JAILER GN ONE OCCASION 


At Another Time He Led the Gang That 


Fired the Jsil—~Court News irom ' 


Several Sources. 


Tom Weaver, one of the most dangerous 
megroes eVer in Fulton county jail, was 
convicted of burglary yesterday in Judge 
Richard Clark’s court, and sentenced to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

Weaver is a negro who is well known in 
police cirgdes as a veritable desperado. He 
‘has a record that ig unequaled and thor- 
oughly checkered by numérous imprison- 
ments. 

It has been only a short while ago that 
Weaver created a sensation in jail circles 
by one of his peculiar escapades. In some 
way he secured a knife and proceeded to 
vse it in a very eccentric manner. He be- 
gan to pose as the king of the prisoners 
and defied the jailers to approach him. He 
was, for a short while, in absolute posses- 
sion of the prison. He was finally over- 
powered and the knife taken from him. 

Following this, deprived of weapons, 
Weaver began to plan a bold escape. He 
was confined in a cell with three negroes 
who were willing to be led, and he swore 
he would show them the way to freedom. 
In some way they cut through the ceiling 
and stuffed away a lot of blankets that 
would burn easily. It was set fire to, and 
but for the quick work of the fire depart- 
ment, the jail would have burned. 

The offense which has cost Weaver his 
liberty was the burglarizing of a sample 
room in the Equitable building.

RUSSIA’S FUTURE POLICY. 


Some Interesting Particulars About 
the Romanoff Family. 

The death of the czar of Russia is con- 
fidently expected to bring about changes 
in European politics suhc as the most sa- 
gacious statesman is unable to foresee, for 
the heir-apparent to the throne is known 
to favor Teutonic ideas and institutions, 
and is even suspected of harboring <esigns 
as opposite to his father’s as were those of 
the eccentric Paul to Elizabeth’s. 

The Bmperor Paul recalled the hordes 
of Cossack cavalry that had laid waste 
Prussia up to the very gates of Berlin, an& 
this deviation from Russia's traditional 
policy saved Frederick the Great. 

If the new ‘“‘czar of all the Russias’’ holds 
aloof from Fance the triple alliance may 
reduce her to the condition of a frontier 
province, and it seems not unlikely that he 
will remain neutral, for he is closely allied 
by blood with the reigning family of Ger- 
many, is about to take a German spouse 
and has searcely a trace of Russian blood 
in his veins-in consequence of a century’s 
intermarriage between Russian rulers and 
German princesses. 

The genial poet Pushkin used to illustrate 
this by filling with water a glass half full 
ot wine, pouring out half of the resulting 
mixture, refiling with water and continuing 
thus for about fifteen times till the com- 
pound bore little resemblance to the orig- 
inal wine with which he started. ‘*This,’’ 
said Pushkin, “is an apt illustration of a 
process which has been going on in the 
house of Romanoff,’’ 

The first time Americans took any in- 
terest in Russian affairs was when Har- 
per’s Magazine published some years ago 
an exhaustive article on the Romanoff fam- 
ily. Later on the literary interest felt in 
Turgenieff and Toilstoi caused the Russian 
language and literature to bv studied by 
our scholars, and when Kennan’s articles on 
the horrors of the Siberian exile system 
began to appear in The Century Magazine 
we were quite able to appreciate them. 

If our readers wish to survey the whole 
situation, we must refer them to the ex- 
plicit and entertaining article on Russia 
contained in the new edition uf the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica now being offered by 
The Constitution at very low introductory 
rates.

The Senatorial Election. 

‘Ks the time approaches for the elec 
tion of a United States senator there 
is some agitation of the “dark horge”’ 
idea. It comes from parties more or 
jess interested in bringing their favor- 
ites into the race, and from others who 
hope to make a muddle and in the mud- 
die have a man that will subserve their 
individual interests and not the inter- 
ests of the people of the state, and more 
especially the democratic party. 

We have carefully investigated this 
subject and we are well satisfied that 
the democratic members of the legisla- 
ture have made up their minds that 
the senators to be elected, for the short 
term and the long term, will be taken 
from the four men who have been open 
and avowed candidates; who have dis- 
cussed the public questions before the 
voters of the state. This fact is as 
well settled as the fact that those mem- 
bers came here determined to caucus 
on this question. We do not say that 
all the candidates themselves want this. 
There may possibly be one or more who 
would be willing to have an outsider 
rather than some of the others, but 
they cannot control these men on this 
line. 

There is not going to be any flirting 
permitted by the members of the legis- 
lature on this subject. The men will 
lay their claims before the caucus—the 
democratic members of the legislature 
will decide who will be the candidates. 
It requires only eighty-four votes to 
determine who the democrats want, and 
when this is done the men so designated 
wui receive the full vote of the demo- 
cratic members of the house on Tues- 
day, the-6th day of November. There 
is not a half dozen men among the dem- 
ocrats of the house and senate who 
have not made up their mind who they 
will vote for. There is not a dozen men 
in the general assembly who are not en- 
tirely satisfied to make the selection 
from the candidates who are now be- 
fore them. This fact may be distaste- 
ful to some of the “dark horses” and 
their friends, but, nevertheless, it is true 
and will be demonstrated when this 
question is settled—which will be done 
in a few days. We think it is best it 
should be so. There never was a time 
in the history of this state that it was 
more important to have men to repre- 
sent us in the national congress who 
will represent us properly on all the 
vital questions at issue. The democratic 
party is suffering today because we 
have, in some instances, been misrep- 
resented. It will be the fault of the 
democratic members of the house if we 
select men who will again misrepresent 
us. The men who are candidates have 
discussed the questions before the peo- 
ple; the people have selected and, in 
many instances, instructed the mem- 
bers who to select. There is no trouble- 
some point to cause a deadlock. ‘The 
men in the minority can find no abler 
man to advocate their side in the state, 
and the men in the majority can find 
no abler man in the state to represent 
their side than the men who are can- 
didates, and they will not be called on 
to do it. 


Individual preferences will have to be 


laid aside. There is no difference on 
the tariff; there is no difference on any 
question to be passed upon among these 
candidates, All are agreed on the in- 
tegrity and fitness of these men. There 
is but one question at issue: Shall the 
democratic party stand up to the,prom- 
ises it has made on financial reform 
and restore silver to the place it once 
occupied as a money metal before it 


was fraudulently and intentionally crip- 


pled by the republican party in 1873? 
This restoration should be made without 
consulting any power on earth, except 
the voters of this country. This is a 
simple question. There is no room far 
quibbling; there will be no dodging it. 
We know how all the candidates stand; 
the members of the legislature know it 
also. There will be no outsiders called 
in to help settle the question, and it 
‘will be settled so that there will be no 
more straddling among democrats in 
this state after this.

ferences between Japan and China. 
Russia and England will be antagonis- 
tic, France will follow England, and 
will side with Russia. — 

his. view is opposed to the present 
impression that France and Russia, are 
allies, while England and Germany are 
inclined to stand by each other. The 
death of the czar. is expected to change 
the existing status, and # is thought 
that his successor will push for ,more 
room in the east. Germany will not 
object to this policy, and her attitude 
will necessarily make France more 
friendly whkh England. 

All over the world there is just now 
a strong desire to fight. Nine-tenths of 
the younger generation in Europe and 
America never saw a war, and human 
nature is so constituted that no nattio 
is willing to maintain a state of un- 
broken peace longer than fifty years. 
The American people, not counting their 
Indian wars, have in the present cen- 
tury had three great conflicts—one for 
each generation. In the last century 
they had half a dozen wars with France, 
Spain and England. 

Possibly we have entered an excep- 
tional era of peace, but judging by the 
past it would not be safe to count on 
such an ideal state of affairs for 
another generation. 


A Memorable Message. 

The message of Governor W. J. North- 
en to the general assembly, which will 
be read today, is in all respects an ad- 
mirable document. A more notable and 
memorable message was never written 
by any governor of Georgia, and if its 
recommendations receive the favorable 
consideration of the present legislature 
the record of that body will be a bright 
chapter of progress. 

We call the attention of our readers 
to the following points, which we be- 
lieve suggest important and necessary 
reforms: 

Speaking of our penal system, the 
governor thinks that the alternative 
penalties imposed by fine should be 
greatly abridged, because fines are 
sometimes imposed when the innocence 
of the parties is partially conceded. It 
is a temptation to officers who are paid 
in fees, and it would be better to pay 
them fixed salaries so that they will 
not be tempted to wrong. the unfortu- 
nate. Another objection to the fine 
system as an alternative is that it some- 
times leads to the compounding of 
felonies. 

The attention of the. general assem- 
bly is called to the lack of management 
and care in our county chaingangs, and 
the governor recommends the same 
state superintendence over these prison- 
ers that is given convicts hired to the 
lessees of the penitentiary. 

It is gratifying to find the governor 
strongly in favor of a state reformatory 
or training school for young criminals. 
He refers to his action in ordering and 
securing the separation of the sexes 
and the races in the state penitentiary, 
and remarks that the change bas work- 
ed great, good to the system. He pro- 
tests against the indiseriminate close 
confinement of young offenders with 
older criminals, and declares that a 
prisoner deserves, and the interests of 
the state demand, that he shall be not 
only punished but made a better man. 
It is his idea that the stAte should secure 
the moral interests of Its criminals 
against the evil influences of environ- 
ment, and especially in the case of the 
young. Our present chaingang and 
penitentiary systems, with their lack 
of moral restraint, tend to increase 
crime. He, therefore. recommends a 
suitable appropriation for a reformatory 
or training school. in order to improve 
the moral standard of our people and 
keep abreast of the civilization of the 
times. In conclusion he says: “We 
cannot stop to consider the pittance of 
cost, when we count the crimes it will 
prevent and the multitude of good citi- 
zens it will save to the state.” 

In the matter of education the gov- 
ernor recommends large and liberal ap- 
propriations for the common schools and 
all the state institutions for higher 
education. He regrets the lack of state 
support extended to the normal school, 
and the small appropriations made for 
the university, the school of technology 
and the Girls’ Normal and Industrial 
school 

The message makes a strong plea for 
the purity of the ballot, and the point 
is made that it is the highest duty of 
the general assembly to guard our sys- 
tem of government against the dangers 
threatened through the ballot box by 
“ambitious, bad men.” The evils of 
our frequent elections receive due at- 
tention, and the goverpor says that 
they consume too much time, multiply 
confusion and strife, and ‘should be 
combined, especially as the repeal of 

the federal election law leaves no 
cause*’for the separation of national and 
state elections. He says that there is 
certainly no good reason why the elec- 
tion for state and county officials should 
not be held on fhe same day. 

Governor Northen recognizes the im- 
portance of the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition, and recommends 
a large and liberal appropriation for it. 
He would have appropriations made 
for exhibits by our departments of edu- 
cation, geology and agriculture. These 
appropriations he feels confident are 
the legitimate and proper expenditures 
of the people’s money to advance their 
education, development and wealth. It 
is his belief that the proper advertise- 
ment of our resources will draw capital, 
enterprise and immigrants, and make 
us prosperous. 

Altogether, the message is just such 
a model document as might have been

The Organization of the Legislature. 

The general assembly organized yes- 
terday and is now ready for business. 
Hon. W. H. Venable, of Atlanta, was 
elected president of the senate, and 
Hon. W. H. Fleming, of Augusta, was 
elected speaker of the house. 

Mr. Venable is one of the most prom- 
inent business men in Georgia. He is 
highly esteemed in Atlanta and is one 
of the most progressive and popular 
business men in the southern states. 
He was nominated by the unanimous 
vote of the democratic members of the 
senate in caucus. It was a marked tom- 
pliment and a gratifying evidence of 
the esteem in which he is held in all 
parts of Georgia. Mr. Venable is not 
a politician—he is a business man, and 
the honor conferred upon him is thus 
the more gratifying to his-friends. He 
will make a splendid presiding officer 
and the senate will find that it has made 
no mistake in its selection. Fulton 
county, and the thirty-fifth senatorial 
district, appreciate the complimert of 
this selection of their immediate repre- 
sentative in the senate.

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A Remedy for Poverty. 

An exchange, which appears to be 
interested in the great questions of the 
hour, prints the following: 

The great and growing question for Euro- 
pean statesmen today is, what shall be 
done with the poor? Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, one of England’s ablest statesmen, 
Says that half the working people of the 
kingdom. who live to old age must end their 
lives in the poorhouse. The same is true 
in Germany and other continental coun- 
tries, and statesmen are beginning to tkink 
that nothing will remedy the increasing 
evil except old-age pensions. The great 
number of the unemployed in this cuvntry, 
with our rapid growth of cities and of 
the pauper classes, is fast bringing us to 
the same condition. The cost to the public 
in England of caring for the poor 1s about 
$50,000,000 a year. Besides, vast sums are 
spent in private charities, and s'atésmen 
are beginning to think that a system of 
old-age pensions, however costly, wculd 
be the fairest and most effectual way of 
returning to working people what they 
earned, but did not get, in the days of 
their strength, 

It is necessary, of course, to devise 
measures for taking care of the poor, 
but no measure can be devised that is 
not a tax on the resources of the peo- 
ple. In other words, the profits that 
the rich classes make out of the sys- 
tem that breeds poverty, must be cut 
down to aid in supporting those who 
are made poor. 

As ‘the number to be cared for is grow- 
ing all the time, it should seem that the 
proper thing to do would be to devise 
legislation calculated to secure the great- 
est good of all. The people who live 
in our day and time need not go to 
musty histories to learn how poverty 
can be increased by legislation. They 
have the spectacle going on before their 
eyes. Under these circumstances the 
great statesmen of the age, instead of 
devising new measures for the care of 
the poor, would do well to remedy the 
evils of legislation that are daily ad- 
ding to and deepening the poverty of 
the people. 

In this country the people, against 
their will, have been tied to the wheels 
of the chariot of the single gold stand- 
ard, and the result is that those who 
are engaged in productive labor find 
that all their efforts to meet their ob- 
ligations and sustain themselves are 
growing more futile day by day. In 
every country where the single gold 
standard pvevails, pHoductive tabor— 
the Iabor that is the basis of all pros- 
perity—finds itself more and more un- 
able to sustain {ftself. ‘The ‘London 
Spectator, one of the great English 
weeklies, declares: that “it does not pay 
at this moment to grow food anywhere, 
yet the cultivation of food. cannot be 
abandoned or even greatly restricted.” 

Such a declaration coming from. such 
a source ought to arrest the attention 
of even the -rhost foolish among us. 
Especially ought it to give pause to 
the efforts of those ignorant scribblers 
‘who, for purely politieA! effect, are 
trying to befool.and befuddle the. minds 
of the people. The remark of The Lon- 
don Spectator is made in the course of 
an article commenting on the, recent 
conversion of .Mr. Leonard Courteny, 
a leading British statesman and politi- 
cal economist, to ,bimetallism., Mr.

} remarkable declaration that “it does not 
pay at this moment to grow food any- 
where.” 

Mr. Courteny himself was a member 
of the British gold and silver commis- 
sion which was appointed a few years 
ago to examine into the cause of the 
steady decline of values and prices, and 
he was one of the six members of 
that body who decided in favor of gold 
monometallism. He has now changed 
his views and reversed his decision, and 
he has the moral and intellectual cour- 
age to make a public announcement of 
the fact. But it is a little curious to 
see in The Spectator, which “refuses to 
accept Mr. Courteny’s conclusions,” a 
declaration that it is a losing business 
to grow food anywhere, followed by 
this: “That is an unsound condition of 


affairs, tending, as it does, to enormous 


discontent and suffering, and one, at 
least, of its causes is alleged to be the 
insufficiency of gold. There is not 
enough for the world’s business, and 
so its price, as expressed in goods, and 
especially-in cereals, goes continuously 
up, till at this moment, a farmer, even in 
East Anglia, who used, even in recent 
years, to buy a sovereign with half a 
quarter of wheat, has to give for it 
more than a-whole quarter. He can- 
not go on doing it and he cannot leave 
off, and is, therefore, everywhere, in 
America, or Germany, as much as in 
England, sinking slowly to ruin.” 

If The London Spectator were one- 
half as “able,” or as “wide awake,” as 
the “true bimetallists” of Georgia are, 
it would vigorously deny that gold has 
risen in value, but would declare that 
overproduction of cotton and wheat, as 
well as land, has caused low prices. The 
Spectator says that it does not accept 
Mr. Courteny’s conclusions, but it need 
go no farther in that direction than the 
extract we have quoted. 

Meanwhile, let no reader thoughlessly 
suppose that we have departed from 
the text with which we started out— 
the burden which poverty imposes on 
communities, states and nations. We 
are sticking to that text closely. The 
poverty that has been brought about by 
legislation can be remedied by legisla- 
tion. The law that is ruining the 
farmers of this country and that is put- 
ting an end to prosperity in all direc- 
tions save one, can be repealed. The 
best way to relieve poverty is to put an 
end to the conditions that are increas- 
ing it. There is always something wrong 
in legislation when men who are willing 
to work cannot find work, and when 
those who are at work are unable to 
sustain themselves. When statesmen 
find a remedy for unjust and dishonest 
legislation, the people .will have mo 
difficulty in providing for the mainte- 
nance of those whose poverty is the 
result of misfortune.

But as 
long as the opinion to: which we refer pre- 
vails there will be a constant danger that 
popular suspicion of the fairness of elections 
will fatalMy corrupt and weaken the frame 
of government itself. Our government can- 
not be successful long if the people believe 
that it is a sham; that pretending to rest 
solidly upon the will of the majority of the 
people, it, in fact, rests only upon the su- 
perior skill in manipulation or the more 
complete unscrupulousn ess Of men who are 
in politics for a living. 

We sincerely hope that the legislature 
will take up this question at the earliest 
possible day; that it will carefully study 
the various modified forms of the Australian 
system which have been adopted in this 
eountry, and from them choose that one 
which comes nearest to suiting the condi- 
tions which prevail in Georgia. Votes cast 
by intelligent men, free from any pressure 
because the ballot is secret, form the basis 
on which government in this country should 
rest, and the regulations for counting the 
votes and making returns should be such 
that nobody with any show of reason can 
cparge one party with cheating the other.

The Caucus Last Night. 

The joint caucus met last night in the 
hall of the house of representatives at $:30 
o'clock, Mr. Jenkins, of Putnam, in the 
chair.

IN THE SENATE. 


The Organization Quietly Eiffected. 
Mr. Venable the Presiding Officer. 
The organization of the senate was effect- 

ed very quietly yesterday morning. There 
were no incidents of a sensational char- 
acter connected with it. Everything had 
been settled by the caucus the night before, 
and the organization was simply a matter 
of form. 

Mr. Henry Cabaniss, secretary of the last 
senate, called the body to order and the 
roll was called by Mr. 8S. B. Corn, the read- 
ing clerk of the last senate. Then Senator 


Broughton nominated Senater W. H. Vena- 


ble for president. The populists put in nom- 
ination Senator Charles E. McGregor. The 
vote was striciuy a party one, and Mr. Ven- 
able was declared elected. 

Mr. Venable, cladin a black cutaway coat, 
striped trousers and blue striped shirt, 
white collar and red bow necktie, with 
white polkadots scattered about it, marched 
upon the stand, took the oath of office and 
then proceeded to deliver the following 


_speech: 


“Senators: I appreciate the great honor 
that you have conferred by selecting me to 
preside over your deliberations. I shall 
strive to merit the fullest measure of your 
confidence, In the beginning I ask your pa- 
tient indulgence, that [ may the better be- 
come accustomed to the duties devolving 
upon me. The first lesson that a presiding 
officer should learn is absolute fairness. No 
rule shouldebe construed to mean a differ- 
ent thing on different occasions; to suit the 
political complexion of the one who de- 
mands its enforcement. A presiding officer 
should so_conduct himself that each sena- 
tor on this floor shall have anchored in his 
preast the fixed and certain" knowledge, that 
ali rules made for the government of this 
pody will apply alike to each, It shall be 
my pleasure at all times to show the same 
courtesy and respect to the lone fisherman 
of the forty-first and the three P’s in other 
districts, as Is sop to those of my own 

’ ith and order. i 
wre choy here to transact the great buai- 
ness of the state—within a Mmited time and 
under parliamentary laws which you pre- 
sertbe and under which I shall exercise the 
functions of this high office. Let Us eet 
to this business as swiftly and economi! ly 
we can, The whole country is in a state 
t and looks to us for re- 


gi.dg smoothly, without friction or strife on 
the floor of the senate. In the fuliness of 
time, when I shall surrender the gavel, I 
shall have the satisfaction of knowing that 
I have discharged the duties of the office to 
the best of my ability, with courtesy and 
dispatch, meting out even-handed justice to 
every member without regard to party or 
affliations. I truly believe that every sen- 
ator on this floor has the sincere desire to 
subserve the public weal, and I hope the 
time will never come when he wil forget 
he is a senator and become an obstruction- 
ist to prevent legislation. The senator 
should be protected in his right to be heard 
on the floor of the senate. He should ex- 
ercise that right with becoming dignity 
and decorum, and without abusing his priv- 
fleges for party gain or advantage. The 
senator will be heard, and the obstruction- 
ist should be ignored. I shall strive, at all 
times to do the right thing. If I fall into 
error, correct me. The road along which 
I shail travel is a new one to me, with 
forks unlabeled. If I wander from the 
beaten path, call me back before I progress 
too iar, and I shall sincerely thank you. 
“In conclusion, remember I am not one 
ready with tropes and figures to express an 
idea, but a plain, blunt man of business. 
The shades of differences in construction of 
parliamentary law should sometimes yield 
to the greater light of business jurispru- 
dence. Lead me not off into the jungles, 
but stay in the open fields of daily trans- 
actions, and I will speed the work we have 
to do to the end. I may fail short in meas- 
ure of knowledge of parliamentary prac- 
tice, but it shall be made up in economy of 


time to the siate.” 


The semators were sworn in and Senator 
Charles H. Brind was elected president 
pro tem., receiving generous applause from 
his colleagues upon his election. Mr. Brand 
is one of the brightest lizshts of the new 
senate and premises to make his mark 
among the younger statesinen of Georgia. 

The remainder of the day’s session of the 
senate was corsumed in the election of of- 
ficers. 

Mr. William Clifton, of McIntosh, was 
elected secretary, Mr. R. E. gWV ilson, of 
Murray, was elecied doorkeeper, and Mr. 
Flynn Hargett was made messenger. Rev. 
J. L. W. Watkins was elected chaplain. 

Immediately after the latter election the 
senators retired to the rear of the chamver 
and the drawing of seats was proceeded 
with. : 

Upon motion, Senator W. J. Storey, of the 
tenth district, who ia somewhat deaf, was 
given the choice of seats. He took a seat 
near the front on the east side of the cham- 
ber. 

In the drawing, that of Senator W. H. 
Broughton was the first name called. He 
teck the first seat in front on the right side 
of the main aisie. Senator J. H. Mercer 
got the opposite seat Scattered along on 
the front row were such senators as O8- 
born, Sheppard, Cumming, Monroe and 
Sharp. However, all the seats in the sen- 
ete are good ones, and there is little choice. 

Senator Nat Harris, of Macon, who will 
probably be the leader of the democrats in 
the senate, got a scat in the stcond row 
on the east side. 

After the drawing for seats President 
Venable appointed Cumming, Beeks and 
Litth as a committee to notify the governor 
that the senate was in session and was 
ready to receive-any message from him. 

After this resolv'tions for the appointment 
of clerks, pages and porters were adopted. 

A message was received from the g.over- 
nor notifying the senate of three contests. 
Among them was that of A. M. Baxter 
contesting the seat of Senator Charles H. 
Brand. Mr. Baxter, however, had failed 
to notify Mr. Brand to take testimony; thus, 

nder the law, the fact that Mr. Brand has 
been sworn in, debars Baxter from prose 
cuting the contest proceedings. The con- 
test will probably, therefore, be thrown 
out. 

The other contests were those of Mr. 


‘Whitley, populist, against B. H. Wilson in 


the twenty-second and L. G. Hardman, 
democrat, against T. S. Johnson, populist, 
in the thirty-third. 

Then the senate adjourned until today.

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RLY REVIEWS THE PAST YEAR 
Ané What It Has Brought to the State. 
The Reports of the Various Officers. 
The Penal System of Georgia. 


Governor Northen’s message was all ready 


to be placed in the hands of the legislature 
yesterday but owing to the delay on the part 
of the house in its preliminary work the 
committee appointed to notify him of the 
organization of the legislature was unable 
to do so before the senate adjourned. The 
message will, however, 
branches of the general assembly today. 
The gowernor first takes up the subject 
of the direct tax of 1861 and the act of con- 
gress of 1891, providing for a reimbursement 
to the states of all money formerly due to 
the state, under the provisions of that act. 
He says that the amount found due Georgia 
Was $83,081.08 and tells of what has been 
done in the disbursement of this money, 
paying it back to the proper claimants. The 
first of October of the present year there 
remained unpaid $19,876.39. It is surmised 
that there will remain unclaimed something 
like $10,000 or $15,000 at the expiration of the 


eix years. 
The Northeastern. 

The Northeastern railway episode forms 
an interesting paragraph in the report. He 
submits the reports of Colonel Reaves, the 
state agent, and on this subject says: 

“TI have operated the road from the city of 
Athens to Lula, the junction with the South- 
ern railway, under the closest economy, and 
with fairly good income. At the expiration 
of the first six months of service, the road 
had earned more than enough, above oper- 
ating expenses for the payment of the 
amount of semi-annual interest on the bonds 
and I ordered the same paid for the six 
months covering the time of the control 
of the property by the state. The amount 
of interest due at the time the road de- 
faulted is still unpaid, and it must be paid 
as determined by the general assembly, or 
in the judicious management or sale of 
the road. I have not put the road upon sale, 
because of the unsettled business conditions 
of the country, and the further fact that it 
has been paying sufficient income to war- 
rant its control by the state, awaiting bet- 
ter opportunities for its sale. I cannot speak 
in too srong terms of the management by 
Mr. Reaves, the agent of the state. As will 
be seen by his accompanying report, the 
income during the business season was high- 
ly remunerative, and in no month during the 
time have the expenses exceeded the income. 
The very great disadvantages under which 
I received the road, the shortness of the 
line and the scarcity of appliances, all com- 
pelied me to use the strictest economy in ex- 
penditures, yet it will be found that the 
state’s agent has utilized every possible 
opportunity for good and profit to the state 
in the operation of the road.’”’ 

Agent Reaves's report shows net earnings 
for the ten months from November to Au- 
gust, inclusive, beimg $11,151,05. He reports 
some small improvements in roadbed and 
rolling stock and says’ that the roadbed is 
in good condition. 

The Western and Atlantic. 

A report of the condition of the Western 
and Atlantic railway, made by President 
Thomas, of the lessee company, shows that 
there has been expended for betterments 
$671,640.83. He heartily commends the maf- 
agement of the lessees. The rental has heer 
paid regularly and the management has not 
hesitated to expend edditional sums wher- 
ever the best interest of the state’s property 
demanded. > rae 

Pregident Thomas’s report shows receipts 
for the year ending’ June 30, 1834, to be §$1,- 
280,778.29; oOf¢rating expenses, $823,623.48; 
rental, juterest and taxes, $466,129.32. This 
Shaws a deficit of $8,979.51. In addition to this 
“there has been expended $13,875.98 for bal- 
last, new buildings, new side tracks, new 
fences and stock gaps and removing en- 
croachments, $13,875.98. Total in excess of 
expenses, $22,855.49. . 

The governor adds: 

“It is my pleasure to again commend the 
management cf the lessees in the use of 
the state’s property. The roadbed, bridges 
and buildings have all been greatly im- 
proved, and they are kept in-most excellent 
condition, and the state’s interests have 
been most carefully and securely guarded. 
The rental stipulated inthe lease has 
been regularly and promptly paid, and the 
management has not hesitated to expend 
additional sums in whatever way the best 
interests of the state’s property demanded. 
I have especial pride in the result of the 
work done by the state’s attorney for this 
road, appointed under a recommendation I 
had the honor to submit to the general 
assembly December, 1892. A close study of 
the report presented by the present attor- 
ney, together with the report submitted 
heretofore by his distinguished predecessor 
and his supplemental report found herein, 
will disclose very much valuable information 
about the property of the state—recovering 
many important interests that were in dan- 
ger of final and total loss.”’ 

The State’s Penal System. 


His message continues: ‘‘Besides the death 
penalty in certain cases, under our stat- 
utes we have four distinct methods of pun- 
ishment for violations of law; first, confine- 
ment in the coygnty jail; second,. fine; third, 
imprisonment in the county. chaingang; 
fourth, confinement at hard labor in the 
State penitentiary. 

“This entire system needs careful review 
for the purpose of making important and 
radical changes. 

“{t is a question worthy your consideration 
as to whether the common public. should 
bear the expense for maintenance of a 
criminal in the county jail, after conviction, 


unless because of some physical infirmity | 


he may be unable to bear heavier penalties 
under severer and more disgraceful meth- 


Ss. 

There are many grave objections to the 
alternative penalties imposed by - fine. 

My candid judgment compels me to bé- 
lieve that this system should be greatly 
goridged. 

In some cases I have reason to know 
that penalties would not have been in- 
flicted at ail, were it mot for the fine 
to be distributed in final settlement. 

As the executive of the state, I have 
been asked, time and again, to fix alter- 
Native penalties 4n fine, when the inno- 
cence of the party was partially, if not 
wholly, conceded. 

lt is dangerous to trust the liberties and 
the rights of the people to such powerful 
temptations on the part of the officers of 
the law. 

Again, the social conditions that ae 
in our state make it possible for the fine 
to be paid by innocent parties. This sys- 


tem under such policy amounts, practi-. 


cally, in 
crime. , . 

The officers of our courts should 
fixed salaries, so that they may be re- 
lieved from the temptation to wrongdoing 
towards unfortunate citizens, who can be 
convicted for a price.

In the peni- 
tentiary the convict is the w » in some 
sense, of the state. In the chaingang he 
is at the mercy of those who buy his time 
and strength to make money, with no 
designated power to protect his rights, 
care for his morals or defend his person. 

“In some instances chan, oeevicls are 
hired by the same parties W: hire peni- 
tentiary convicts, and they are, there- 
fore, practically, confined in our peniten- 
tlary when the judgment of the court 
did not so determine and their offenses 
did not go warrant. This injustice, how- 
ever, need not be mentioned in the pres- 
ence of the greater wrong done them in 
the denial of care and protection by the 
state during their term of service. 

“These convicts should receive from the 
State the same superintendence as is 
given convicts hired to the lessees of: our 
penitentiary. 

“In my judgment the general assembly 
cannot afford to delay longer the con- 
sideration due prisoners confined in om 
county chaingangs.’’ 

To. make further known to you the 
necessity’ for supervision by the state, it 
may be proper to say that during my 
term I fave ordered the discharge -of 
prisoners from the county camps who 
have. been detained by the authorities 
many days after the order releasing them 
had been issued. 

I now have on file in this office a letter 
written to a “worthy citizen of the state 
by the lessee of a county gang, offering 
to sell to him a convict sent to his camps 
by order of ‘the court, and disclosing the 
further fact that he has engaged in this 
open violation of the law as a general 
practice. s 

The state cannot longer endure or tole- 
rate the shameful abuse of its prisoners 
and maintain its high standard of civiliza- 
tion. 

Much has been gaid, from time to time, 
through the press, in legislative debates, 
anid in public criticism denunciatory of 
our penitentiary system, which is under 
good control and management by compe+« 
tent state officials, while our chaingang 
system, exactly the same in its organiza- 
tion, is in no sense guarded by the state, 
and its prisoners are left absolutely at 
the mercy, in every possible sense, of the 
chaingang lessees. 

I ask your consideration of this matter 
and recommend that an additional ofiicer 
be attached to the penitentiary department 
whose duty it shall be to make and keep 
in that office a proper record of all county 
convicts, as is now kept of state convicts, 
and the enactment of such laws as will 
bring these prisoners under the same care 
and control as is exercised over state 
convicts. 


Penitentiary. 


I have no cause for complaint against 
the lessees of. the penitentiary. On the 
contrary, I desire again to express my 
continued appreciation of their conduct, 
management and uniform courtesy. They 
have co-operated with. the state depart- 
ment, and with this office in the humane 
treatment of the convicts, and [ have 
found them always ready and prompt 4o 
obey as well as enforce the law. 

There have been some irregularities in 
the discipline and an occasional mutiny 
or rebellion among the convicts, but these 
and more might have been expected in the 
control of so large a number of bad and 
unmanageable people. 

The officers in the state department have 
been painstaking and faithful. The pris- 
oners have een controlled with little or 
no friction, the sanitary conditions of 
the camps are admirable, and the death 
rate, from all causes, is temarkably small, 
being 1.6 per centum. 

The principal «keeper, assistant and 
principal physician have my undqualitied 
commendation’ in that they have kept <y 
administration free from stain in the pub- 
lic mind and absolutely clear of criti- 
cism, affecting their department, -by the 
general assembly, during the entire term 
of their service. 


Reformatory. 


Our system needs to be further amended 
by the establishment of a state reforma- 
tory or training school for young crimi- 
nals. 

During my term of office I have ordered 
and secured the separation of the sexes 
and the races in the state penitentiary, 
and the change has worked great good 
to the system. ’ 

I have had no authority, under the law. 
to separate the younger offenders from 
the older and more hardened criminals. 
For the lack of such policy the best in- 
terests of the state have suffered greatly. 

No argument is needed to show the 
permanent hurtful effects of an indiscrimi- 
nate close confinement of all kinds of 
offenders against the iaw. 

The duty of the state is not compiete 
When the offender has been simply pun- 
ished, and it may be cruelly abused. He 
deserves, and the interests of the state 
demand, that he shall be made a better 
man. 

Not only should the state secure the 
moral interests of its prisoners against 
the evil influences of environment, but it 
should give to these fallen people such 
moral helps and training as will make 
them better, upon restoration to liberty 
and possible citizenship. This is especially 
true of young criminais. 

The increase of crime in the state is not 
so much attributable to the growinz lud 
morals of the people as to the training 
system found in our chaingangs and short 
terms in the penitentiary, without moral re- 
straint and heipful influences. 

If we keep abreast the civilization of the 
times and improve the moral standard of 
Our people, we must uSe more himane 
treatment for youthful offenders igainst 
the law. 

I earnestly recommend a suitable aprio- 
priauon for the establishment wf a re- 
tormatory or training school for jyouthful 
offenders. 

We cannot stop to consider the piitance 
of cost, when we count the crimes it will 
prevent and the multitude of good citizens 
it wiil save to the state. 

The state needs to give attention ty» the 
prevention of crime through more ra-ional 
plans than its severe -punishment. 


Geological Survey. 


The geological department of th's state 
has been theroughly -weill organized by the 
appointment of rrofessor W. S. Yeates as 
cnief, and Messrs. McCallie anl] ring as 
assistants. 

Protessor Yeates is thoroughly compe- 
tent tor the place he hoids as chief cf the 
survey, and ne has tmade, already, great 
progress in the material aevelopmeat of the 
state. in one instance alone, upoa ris cer- 
tincate as to deposits, he has bruught into 
the state a contract for 9z4v,0WU. 

Under the present organization, ict is 
easily plain that we may expect most fa- 
vorable results for increasing the :naterial 
wealth of the state. 

The administrative work during thc past 
year has been very heavy, requirrg a 
jarge part of the time of the sta‘e geolo- 
gist. Considerable field work hs teen 
done, resulting in the finishing of the sur- 
veys of the marble and corundum deposits 
of the state, and considerable progress on 
the goid and phosphate depusits. Two 
months were devoted, in the litter part of 
‘the winter, to a careful examination of 
the phosphate beds in the southern perc uf 
the state. The survey of the xzold u-posits, 
which was begun late last fall, was re- 
sumed the ist of May. The work i. Flall, 
Union and Towns counties has been com- 
pleted and work is in progress in abun, 
White, Lumpkin and Cheroxee counties. It 
is proposed to issue the first builetin on 
the gold deposits the latter part «+f next 
spring, which will incinde the counties 
avove. named, and probably one or two 
more. Worx wiil be continued on this im- 
portant subject until all the ,old deposits 
in the state have been surveyed. The geo- 
logical survy is now well equipped with 
suitable instruments and laboratory appa- 
rat and is in position to do work wno-ch 
will be of great value to the state. Your 
attention is called to the monograph reort 
s of gia, just issued from 
the press, and to a similiar report on the 
corundum deposits of the state. These re- 
ports have been prepared after careful 
surveys, begun July, 1393, by Assistant Ge- 
ologists McCallie and King. The state ge- 
ologist is now completing arrangements 
by which the data on the water powers in 
Georgia, collected by Mr. C. C. Anderson,

The made in our system of 
common schools has been gratifying. Dur- 
ing my term of office the cappropriations 


for “the education of the chiidren of the 


State ‘have been largely increased. The 
term of the schools has been ext21:1ed from 
three to five months, a system of teachers’ 
institutes, for the better training of teach- 
ers, has been established and tie general 
assembly has accepted the buildings and 
made preparation ror the beginning of a 
normal school, with fair prospects ef suc- 
cess. 

It has been with me a matter of genvine 
regret, however, that the normal schcol, 
an institution so much needed fur the bet- 
ter education and training of the ch‘idren, 
has not been endowed and equipped, and 
that the institutions for higher ed.iciticn— 
the university, the School of Technol 
and the. Giris’ ormal and industrial 
school—have not had the large appropria- 
tions they deserve and the ‘nterests of the 
state and the people demand. 

The discussions before the general as- 
sembly covering the interests of these in- 
stitutions have been made up of unpleasant 
and unprofitable, and. some times sense- 
less, criticisms, that have tended to ham- 
per and hinder their. progress and success 
rather than make them the equal of similar 
institutions of other states, or prepared to 
meet the demands of the people tor whom 
they were established. 

In the minds of some legislators these 
schools seem to have been created for 
them to destroy. 

If the conditions of the s‘tute demand 
these institutions, they should be made 
eminently useful, by the proper apd reed- 
ed appropriation to make them equal to the 
best standards. 

In this, my last official effort for the 
good of the state, I most heartily rmcom- 
mend large and liberal appropriations, 
both for the common school syst2m_ and 
for all the institutions for higher eiucation 
established by the state. 

The education of the people must be the 
safeguard of our liberties and the stan- 
dard of our civilization, as well as the 
guarantee ef our material progress. 


Charitable Institations. 


An examination of the reports sabn.'tted 
for the schools for the deat and ‘he bLlind 
and the asylum for the insane W.il slow 
the satisfactory condition of these insijitu- 
tions. The conduct of the staie tewaids 
these charities is ;above criticism, id 
their excellent condition is an honor to all 
our people. 

There is still another large class of un- 
fortunate people in our midst Wnose CC lul- 
tion appeals most piteously to humanity 
and the state’s sympathy. 4itiy of ihe 
states of the union, in addition tt»? «he Char- 
itable institutions just inamed, through 
similar motives care for what 1s Fnuown 
as the “feeble minded’’ among then. 

Massachusetts opened un iustitution of 
this kind in 1848, New York began in 1851, 
Pennsylvania in 1863, Ohio in ise/7, Connec- 
ticut in 1858, Kentucky in 186v, Canfornia in 
1884, New Jersey in 1888, Maryland. in 1830, 
and other states at other dates. 

The census of 1890 egtima@lés this class 
of people in the United’ States to be 99,5/1; 
an increase of 18,576 dince the last census. 
In this state we rave 6¥8 such persons who 
are entirely unr,~ovided for. 

The blind, .ne dear, the dumb, and the 
insane havé received special care at the 
hands o° the state for years past at great 
expensé, yet here is a large class of »elp- 
less..6nes, crippled by defects and_infirmi- 
ties, suffering from sins, it may be, they 
did not commit, while they sit in the 
shadow of great misery alone—all doors and 
all hearts closed against them save those of 
the jail and the poorhouse. 

The training pursued in these schools, as 
dete*mined by other states, is no longer an 
experiment. The general testimony cf all 
these institutions is that few, if any, such 
children are not benefited by training in 
proportion of the time spent at the iusti- 
tution. 

I recommend, in the interest of these un- 
fortunates, an investigation of this import- 
ant charity along the line of the state's 
policy and a suitable appropriation to care 
tor ne train them as are others similarly 
situated. 

The De Renne Gift. 


Mr. Everard De Renne, recently deceased 
in the state of New York, bequeathed to 
the state of Georgia a collection of books 
of great value. ‘nese books have been re- 
ceived and deposited in the state library. 
I transmit herewith a communication ad- 
dressed to me by the state librarian, giving 
statement “4s to wile character of the be- 
quest and a full list of the books and period- 
icals. 

Street Improvement. 


I have been presented by the Atlanta city 
engMeer with & bill for street improve- 
ments, amounting to $273.00, ‘l’nere is no ap- 
propriation to meet ciayms of thig charac- 
ter, and i have, theretore, declined to settle 
the bilu. 1 refer it to your consideration, 
and recommend it te be paid. 


Elections. 


We have now reached a period in our 
political history that compels a strict re- 
werd tor the security of eiections througna 
ine purity of the bailot. 

Unfortunarely for our best interests, the 
peopie are seriousiy divided upon many of 
the most important political issues that 
comfort us. ‘the temptation to corrupt 
practices at the polls, and the opportunity 
to put them iuto damaging eirect, are 
greater than ever before in une history of 
the state. 

No division of sentiment will ever, change 
the character of our’ tree institutions if 
the purity of the bailot is preserved. 

‘the highest duty or the general assembly 
will be to guard our system of government 
against tne dangers threatened turougin the 
ballot box by ambitious, bad men. 

Whilst every opportunity ghould be se- 
cured to legal vous; of whatever political 
faith, to cast their ballots untrammelea, it 
is your imperative duty to enact sucn laws, 
through a system of general registration or 
otherwise, tnat will prevent not only iliegal 
voting but the failure to count such legal! 
votes as may have been properiy cast at 
any l¢cgal election. 

No greater wrong in government can come 
to a citizen taan the ioss of his franchise 
through the ignorance, traud, or technicai 
bad managemeiut of election boards. 

The state suffers again from the frequency 
of elections.: 

The policy of nominating primaries has 
become uniiorm over the state. These pri- 
maries are used at different times for 
different elections, and they occasion the 
same strife and contention as the general 
elections. Afterwards we have the general 
elections; in October for the state; followed 
immediately, in November, for national 
omicials, and, in two montas thereafter, 
we have an election for county olticers. 

These elections not oniy consume, un- 
necessarily, tne time of the people, but 
they muitiply confusion and strife that can 
a easily avoided by a combination of elec- 
tions. 

Since the repeal of the federal election 
laws there no ionger exists sufficient cause 
for the separation of national and state 
elections. ‘There’ certainly can be no good 
reason why the election for state and 
county officials should not be held on the 
same day and at the same time. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the 
_ attending our elections herein enumer- 
ated. 

I recommend the enactment of just and 
comprehensive laws to remedy them. 


The Cotton States and International 
Exposition. 


I most earnestly recommend large and 
liberal appropefations to the different de- 
partments of the state interests to be ad- 
vanced by the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition to be held, the coming 
year, in this city. 

The management of the exposition have 
announced an extensive educational exhibit 
to be composed of common _ school, high 
school, and university exhibits trom the 
diferent states at the south. Georgia can- 
not afrord to be behind in this vertise- 
ment of her conditions on her own soil . 

A better inducement for the appropriation 
is the incaiculable good corne to our 
system by comparison. 

I recommend an appropriation to the de- 
partment of education for the collection of 
a school exhibit for the state as an object 
lesson for the common instructidni of the 
teachers and pupils of our schoo 
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sympathy 
with the general government, and looking 
also to their individual interests, are mak- 
ing suitable appropriations for the adver- 
tisement of their advantages in the display 
of their resources. Georgia cannot afford 
to do less, and I earnestly recommend a 


liberal appropriation to advance the state’s } 


interests through the unusual opportunities 
offered in the Cotton States exposition. 

The general assembly has too long neg- 
lected the proper development of the state. 
We have only to advert our resources 
and uncover to the world our wealth in 
order to invite tnveetments and good set- 
tlers who reclaim our waste places, 
bring into service our water powers, manu- 
facture our abundant raw material, and 
make the land thrifty in prosperity. 

Georgia in the past hag held proud place 
among her Sister states. It behooves us 
now to look well to our laurels in this con- 
test for supremacy on our own soil. 


Conclusion. 


I have about reached the end of my sec- 
ond and last term as the executive of this 
state. I lay down the burdens of my office 
with feelings of great relief mingled with 
a degree of regret. The duties of the ex- 
ecutive office have been delicate and full 
of responsibility. I have discharged them 
with the best of my ability, with high re- 
gard for my oath of office, and the best 
interests of the commonwealth. 

I cannot forbear, through you, to express 
to the people of the state my profound ap- 
preciation of their uniform kindness to me 
and their expressions of commendation for 
my administration. 

It shall be my highest pleasure, during 
the future of my life, to do whatever may 
be within my power to advance the inter- 
ests of the state, and to honor the people 
who have so greatly honored me.

The Grand Jury. Resolutions Will Be Sent 
to the Commissioners—They Meet. 
November 7th.

The grand jury resolution calling for an 
election for reformatory bonds were sent 
to Ordinary Calhoun yesterday morning 
and he has decided that he has no power 
whatever in the matter and that there are 
no Tights vested in him to order a question 
before the people. 

But Judge Calhoun will direct the fesolu- 
tions té the attention of the county com- 
missioners, though he hag not done 30 as 
yet, and says that they alone have the 
authority to do what the grand jury desires 
in the matter. 

Judge Calhoun knew that these resolutions 
would be sent to him to be acted tpon 
and he immediately. investigated the law 
bearing upon the matter. The result of this 
investigation was that he has decided that 
he will be unable to take the desired step 
in the matter of calling the election. 

The ordinary has not cited any of the law 
upon which he bases his decision, but will 
attach his reasons in writing to the resolu- 


tions when he sends them ‘to the commis- 
sioners. 

The county compissioners will take no 
action on the resolutions until the next 
regular meeting, which ig on Wednesday, 
November 7th. It-is a part of the law on 


this subject that the election must be called | 


within sixty days after the grand jury 
acts upon the question. 

“I have no power in the matter,” said 
Ordinary Calhoun yesterday. “I shall, how- 
ever, turn it over to the county commission- 
ers,. who have full power in the question 
of orderthg elections.” 

Dr. J. D. Turner, who is foreman of the 
grand jury has understood throughout that 
the ordinary was the proper authority. He 
said yesterday: 

“I don’t know whether the resolutions 
have been received by Ordinary Calhoun or 
not. I turned them over to the secretary. 
It was my understanding that Ordinary 
Calhoun had the necessary power. I thought 
that the law was very plain on the sub- 
ject.”’ 

In*any event, there will not be the 
slightest hitch in the matter, as the power 


of the county commissioners is unques- 


tiond.

W. Ballew, convicted of: defrauding, th 
United States government ‘in ‘the Gillection 
of a pension for an old negro woman, was 
forced to spend the atc in: Fulton sonny 
jail. 

it is also the warrant for the sentence 
that Judge Newman will pronounce upon 
him this morning in the federa] court. In 
all probability be-will haVe to spend the 
next few months in the Ohio penitentiary. 

The jury was out for an hour and a half, 
The charge of the eourt was delivered to 
them at 3:30 o’clock and the verdict was an- 
nounced at 5 o'clock, 

it read; “We, the jury, find the defendant 
guilty.” Paul B. Mortimer, foreman.” 

This covered, both counts of the indict- 
ment, ®ne charging the defendant with hav- 
ing withheld a certain portion of the pen- 
sion money and the other for exacting a fee 
that was wl-adjusted to the service rendered. 

There were only a few spectators in the 
courtroom at the time the verdict was -re- 
turned, Judge Newman having adjourned 

court. The defendant was apparently unaf- 
fected by the finding of the jury, and re- 
mained in his seat perfectly cool and self- 
possessed. He was remanded to Fulton coun- 
ty jail and will be sentenced by Judge New- 
man this morning. 

The trial has been peculiarly interesting, 
not only on account of the s allegations 
charged against the defendant," but on ac- 
count of the brilliant array of counsel and 
the legal acumen displayed throughout by 
the attorneys for both the defense and the 
prosecution. : 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, the leading counsel 
for tht prisoner, conducted the case’and ex- 
amined the witnesses for the defense. His 
management of the case was shrewd and 
thorough and every inch of the ground was 
contested in behalf of his client. 
reinforced by Judge J. C. Fain. of Calhoun, 
Ga., and Colonel S. A. Darnell. Every ad- 
vantage that legal skill and ability could 
secure to the prisoner were brought to the 
trial ef the case but, in the minds of the 
jury, thése could not overcome the~testi- 
mony. 

The government’s side of the case was 
managed by Colonel T. W. Rucker, the‘as- 
sistant district attorney, who made a bDril- 
liant single-handed fight and acquitted 
himself with distinction by his adroit and 
skillfut manipulation of the testimony. 

Yesterday's Session. 

The court convened promptly at 10 o’clock. 

Instead of proceeding with the argument 
the defense asked: for the privilege of intro- 
ducing further testimony to show the char- 
acter of the defendant for honesty. This 
was granted and several witnesses of high 
character and influential gtanding in Rome 
were introduced. 

The argument to the jury began at 11:30 
o'clock. 

Judge J. C. Fain was the first speaker. 
His argument was clear, logical and forci- 
bly impressive, and his interpretation of 
the evidence created an obvious impression 
upon the jury.
